At  the  beginning  of  1989  the  Town  faced  questions  as  to 

what   would   become   of   three   different   properties The 

Chicago  Cutlery  Company,  Hawthorne  College  and  Camp  Sachem. 
At  the  beginning  of  1990  the  cutlery  property  Is  under 
contract  to  be  sold  and  the  new  owner  has  attractive  plans 
which  should  mean  additional  employment  and  increased 
business  for  the  Town.  The  Trustee  for  Hawthorne  College 
reports  that  negotiations  for  a  sale  are  now  actively 
proceeding  and  that  closing  is  expected  to  take  place  in  the 
spring.  The  Boy  Scout  Minuteman  Council  has  received 
numerous  offers  for  Camp  Sachem.  However,  those  that  they 
consider  appropriate  or  desirable  for  maintaining  the 
character  of  the  lake  property  do  not  meet  their  price 
requirements . 

We  can  see  progress  in  other  areas. 

The  lull  in  the  real  estate  and  development  market  has 
allowed  the  Planning  Board  to  continue  to  work  on  the 
mechanisms  for  growth  management.  Proposed  zoning  changes 
will  facilitate  the  location  of  light  manufacturing  in  the 
village  business  district.  In  addition,  the  Town  has  been 
able  to  enforce  the  zoning  ordinance  and  other  regulations 
through  expanded  operation  by  its  Zoning  Officer  and  through 
a  precedent-setting  court  decision. 

The  final  payment  has  been  made  on  the  debt  for  the 
construction  of  Fire  House  No.  1. 

Rapid  progress  has  been  made  in  the  construction  of  the 
enlarged  middle  and  elementary  schools  and  the  improvement 
of  Shea  Memorial  Field. 

The  committee  charged  with  the  improvement  of  the  Great 
Brook  Pond  area  has  been  working  with  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  Committee  and  the  Conservation  Commission  as  well 
as  the  community  projects  committee  of  the  Antrim  Women's 
Club  to  present  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  center  of  the 
Town. 

The  Town  Hall  committee  has  been  getting  plans  and 
estimates  covering  structural  needs,  appearance  and  future 
use  of  the  Town  Hall  building. 

About  the  time  this  report  goes  to  press  the  Post 
Office  will  have  moved  across  Main  Street  to  its  new 
building. 

Each  year  brings  its  problems,  each  year  brings  its 
changes,  but  the  heart  of  Antrim,  its  people,  does  not 
change  and  the  selectmen's  purpose  has  been  to  respond  to 
the  needs  and  desires  of  those  people.

We  have  audited  the  financial  statements  of  the  various 
funds  and  account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Antrim,  New 
Hampshire,  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988,  and  have 
issued  our  report  dated  February  18,  1989.  As  part  of  our 
examination,  we  made  a  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's 
system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we 
considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these 
standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an  evaluation  is  to  establish 
a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to 
provide  reasonable,  but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the 
safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use  or 
disposition  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for 
preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining 
accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable 
assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  should  not  exceed  derived  benefits  and 
that  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily  requires 
estimates  and  judgments. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be 
recognized  in  considering  the  potential  effectiveness  of  any 
system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the  performance 
ojf  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from 
misunderstanding  of  instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment, 
carelessness  or  other  personal  factors.  Control  procedures 
whos^e^  effectiveness  depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can 
be  circumvented  by  collusion.  Similarly,  control  procedures 
can  be  circumvented  intentionally  with  respect  to  the 
estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the  preparation  of  the 
finjincial  statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation 
of  internal  accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject 
to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may  become  inadequate 
because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree  of 
compliance  with  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  of  the  system  of  internal  accounting  control 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1988,  would  not  necessarily 
disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system  because  it  was  based 
on  selective  tests  of  accounting  records  and  related  data. 
The  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no  weaknesses  which  we 
consider  to  be  material.  The  recommendations  which  follow 
were  developed  from  our  observation  of  the  Town's  operations 
and  are  not  the  result  of  any  special  study. 

WATER  AND  SEWER  DEPARTMENTS 

State  law  provides  that  if  a  municipality  commits  its 
water  charges  to  the  tax  collector,  the  process  of 
collection  becomes  essentially  identical  to  property  tax 
collection.  State  law  requires  that  sewer  charges  by 
committed.  We  were  unable  to  determine  the  existence  of 
formal  warrants  signed  by  either  the  Water  or  Sewer 
Commissioners  and  recommend  that  such  warrants  be  prepared 
in  the  future.

AUTOMATED  ACCOUNTING  SYSTEM 

During  the  year,  the  Town  operated  a  manual  "one-write" 
system  for  cash  receipts  and  disbursements.  While  this 
system  produces  the  necessary  information  for  Town 
management,  we  feel  that  a  computerized  accounting  system 
would  produce  the  information  in  a  more  efficient  manner. 
Since  the  Town  possesses  a  computer,  only  accounting 
software  would  need  to  be  purchased.  We  recommend  that  Town 
officials  assess  their  accounting  needs  and  requirements  and 
implement  accounting  software  which  will  allow  them  to 
obtain  this  information  in  the  most  efficient  manner. 

TOWN  CLERK  FILING  SYSTEM 

During  the  audit,  it  took  an  unusual  amount  of  time  to 
locate  certain  motor  vehicle  permits.  The  filing  system 
used  appears  to  be  very  complicated  and  cumbersome.  We 
believe  the  Town  Clerk  could  more  efficiently  locate  the 
permits  if  they  were  filed  in  alphabetical  order. 

TRUSTEE  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

Intermingling  of  Trust  Funds 

During  the  year,  the  Trustees  made  payments  for  the 
Scholarship  Fund,  a  nonexpendable  trust  fund,  from  a 
checking  account  used  for  capital  reserve  funds.  This 
intermingling  of  fund  types  caused  accounting  problems  with 
respect  to  interest  allocation  and  interfund  receivables  and 
payables.  Due  to  the  nature  of  these  funds,  and  the 
accounting  problems  caused,  we  recommend  that  the  Trustees 
keep  these  funds  "in-kind"  and  never  combine  them. 
Reporting 

In  the  course  of  our  audit  we  noted  that  the  state 
reports  MS-9  and  MS-10  did  not  include  all  the  activity  of 
the  trust  funds  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988.  We 
recommend  that  the  Trustees  reconcile  all  reports  to  the 
cash  balances  to  insure  that  they  are  timely  and  complete. 

A  letter  of  this  nature  concentrates  of  identified 
problem  areas.  We  do  not  mean  to  imply  criticism  of  Town 
officials  but  want  to  highlight  areas  where  we  believe 
operating  procedures  could  be  strengthened.  We  wish  to 
express  our  thanks  to  the  Officials  of  the  Town  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

The  Water  Department  has  completed  its  first  year  with 
the  new  water  tank,  with  the  gravel  packed  well  in 
Bennington  serving  as  the  primary  water  service.  Although 
some  of  our  expectations  for  improved  water  quality  have 
been  met,  there  have  been  and  continue  to  be  problems  due  to 
the  corrosive  properties  of  the  water, .  That  problem  will 
be  addressed  in  a  warrant  article  at  Town  Meeting. 

During  the  past  year  the  pump  at  the  gravel  packed  well 
had  to  be  removed  due  to  a  vibration  problem,  and  while  it 
was  out  the  well  was  cleaned.  Unfortunately,  the 
disinfection  process  caused  taste  and  odor  problems  for 
several  days  after  the  pump  was  returned  to  service.  Aside 
from  that,  the  cleaning  process  was  successful  and  the 
performance  characteristics  of  the  well  have  been  nearly 
restored  to  those  obtained  when  the  well  was  first  placed  in 
service  over  twenty  years  ago. 

The  Sewer  Department  has  had  a  relatively  uneventful 
year  with  expenditures  running  closely  in  line  with  the 
amounts  budgeted. 

Costs  for  electric  power,  supplies  and  labor  continue 
to  increase,  making  it  nearly  impossible  to  accumulate 
reserves  which  could  be  utilized  for  major  maintenance 
expenses  which  will  inevitable  occur  as  the  plant  and 
equipment  ages.  These  increased  costs  of  operation  will  be 
reflected  in  increases  in  both  the  water  and  sewer  rates  in 
the  course  of  the  coming  year.

The  Trustees  held  eleven  regular  meetings  this  year  and 
welcomed  Ruth  Alvin  and  Ruth  Zwirner  as  new  trustees, 
replacing  Twila  Tenney  and  Giffen  Russell,  each  of  whom  had 
retired  following  distinguished  service. 

Nearly  $500,00  in  gifts  were  received  this  year.  Much 
of  this  sum  had  been  given  in  memory  of  the  late  Mary  Gold 
who  had  served  on  the  library's  board  of  trustees  and  is 
warmly  remembered  by  colleagues  and  friends.  Outright  gifts 
were  also  received  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Berry;  from  Mr. 
Carter  Munsie;  and  from  the  Antrim  Preschool  in  appreciation 
of  library  services. 

As  of  March,  1990,  the  number  of  trustees  will  be 
changed  to  five,  this  having  been  mandated  by  a  warrant 
article  passed  at  the  1989  town  meeting. 

An  entrance  ramp  connecting  the  parking  lot  with  a  new 
rear  door  was  completed  last  summer.  Although  this  ramp  was 
installed  to  provide  access  for  the  handicapped,  it  has 
proved  generally  very  useful. 

All  exterior  woodwork  has  been  repainted. 

The  Trustees  have  voted  to  make  the  library's  upstairs 
meeting  room  available  to  nonprofit  (other  than  political) 
community  organizations.  Procedures  for  granting  permission 
for  such  usage  have  been  established.  Inquiries  about  this 
may  be  made  through  our  librarian,  Christine  Fleischer. 

We  hope  to  re-establish  the  "Friends  of  the  Library" 
organization  which  would,  among  other  things,  assist  in  the 
creation  and  maintenance  of  special  programs.  The  Trustees 
would  be  delighted  to  have  any  persons  interested  in  such 
and  organization  come  forward.

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1989  has  been  a  busy  year  for  us  here  at  the  library. 
We've  been  working  hard  to  expand  our  collection  in  response 
to  the  changing  needs  of  the  community.  We  acquired  796  new 
materials,  either  through  purchase  or  donation,  almost  a  505(5 
increase  over  last  year.  We  obtained  about  35  new  video 
tapes  and  about  20  new  audio  tapes,  both  for  adults  and 
children.  We  received  68  periodical  subscriptions  and 
leased  62  books  through  the  McNaughton  Plan.  We  also 
registered  149  new  patrons  this  year,  bringing  our  total  to 
almost  1100. 

We  lent  65  books  and  magazines  to  other  libraries  and 
borrowed  144  different  items  from  them.  Our  circulation 
records  show  that  we  lent  19,450  items  to  our  regular 
patrons  from  our  own  collection.  Of  that  number, 
approximately  2750  books  were  lent  to  children  coming  over 
from  Antrim  Elementary  School, 

During  the  year,  we  made  some  changes  to  the  building. 
The  handicapped  ramp  was  completed  and  has  been  hailed  by 
all  as  a  great  success.  Not  only  does  it  make  access  into 
the  library  easier  for  the  handicapped,  but  several  elderly 
patrons  and  families  with  small  children  find  it  much  easier 
to  enter  the  library  through  the  rear  of  the  building  and 
not  contend  with  the  traffic  on  Main  Street.  We  also 
painted  all  the  external  trim  on  the  library  building, 
giving  us  a  fresher  look. 

We  made  changes  inside  the  building  as  well.  In  the 
spring,  we  gave  our  children's  room  a  new  look.  Patrons 
find  it  easier  to  browse  and  locate  just  the  right  book  now 
and  staff  members  think  the  environment  is  much  easier  to 
work  in. 

When  we  put  in  our  new  back  door,  we  of  necessity  had 
to  move  some  bookshelves  upstairs.  Consequently,  our  adult 
collection  has  a  somewhat  different  look  as  well.  If  you 
haven't  been  to  the  library  in  several  years,  it's  time  to 
come  in  and  see  what's  new. 

During  1989  we  also  had  a  change  in  personnel.  The 
newest  friendly  face  behind  the  desk  is  Penny  Welch,  who 
joined  our  staff  officially  in  August  after  volunteering  for 
nearly  two  years.  We're  very  glad  to  have  her  with  us, 
helping  to  keep  track  of  all  our  books  in  circulation. 

As  we  close  this  decade,  we're  eagerly  looking  forward 
to  the  1990 's,  seeking  new  ways  to  serve  the  citizens  of 
Antrim.  Please  stop  in  and  let  us  know  what  you'd  like  to 
see  in  the  library.

The  year  started  with  the  completion  and  adoption  of 
the  new  Zoning  ordinance  and  the  BOCA  Building  Code  which 
were  passed  at  the  March  Town  Meeting.  The  next  task  was 
the  drafting  of  the  Site  Plan  Review  which  was  posted  on 
June  22  and  adopted  on  July  27.  On  August  24  new  forms  and 
a  fee  schedule  was  adopted  for  both  Subdivisions  and  Site 
Plan  Reviews. 

The  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Economic  Development 
Committee  and  as  a  result  David  Essex  and  Donald  Chambers 
have  prepared  proposed  changes  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance  for 
light  industry  or  light  manufacturing  to  be  presented  to  the 
voters  at  the  1990  Town  Meeting.  A  subcommittee  consisting 
of  Robert  Watterson,  David  Essex  and  Donald  Chambers  have 
started  work  on  redrawing  the  zoning  districts  along  lot 
lines.  The  Planning  Board  believes  this  will  lead  to  a 
better  utilization  of  our  land.  The  work  on  the  Village 
Business  District  and  Residential  District  has  been 
completed  and  next  year  we  hope  to  extend  this  to  the 
Highway  Business  Districts  and  the  Rural  Conservation 
District. 

The  Zoning  Ordinance  has  been  reviewed  and  minor 
changes  in  wording  have  been  made  to  correct  errors  or 
ambiguities  and  to  bring  the  ordinance  into  compliance  with 
the  new  federal  Fair  Housing  Amendments  Act.  This  type  of 
review  should  be  made  each  year.  A  Flood  Plain  Development 
District  has  been  proposed  to  bring  our  ordinance  into 
compliance  with  the  new  National  Flood  Insurance  Program 
(NFIP)  to  ensure  that  Antrim  residents  can  continue  to 
obtain  flood  insurance.  A  petition  article  to  extend  the 
Rural  Conservation  District  has  also  been  processed  for  a 
vote  of  the  Town. 

South  West  Regional  Planning  Commission  has  continued 
to  work  on  updating  the  Master  Plan  and  a  Capital 
Improvements  Plan.  The  Capital  Improvements  Plan  is  nearing 
completion.  We  have  continued  our  membership  in  SWRPC  but 
have  found  it  more  economical  to  pay  for  other  work  done  by 
them  on  a  case  by  case  basis. 

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  meet  on  the  first  four 
Thursdays  of  the  month.  Although  we  concentrate  our  public 
hearing  on  the  second  and  fourth  Thursdays,  every  meeting  is 
considered  to  be  a  regular  meeting.  We  have  processed 
sixteen  subdivisions  during  the  year  and  since  the  adoption 
of  our  Site  Plan  Review  we  have  considered  five  cases,  three 
of  which  have  been  completed.  We  have  also  held  one  joint 
meeting  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  David  Essex 
and  Donald  Chambers  have  served  as  acting  chairmen  for 
Public  Hearing  in  order  to  spread  the  work  of  the  committee 
and  give  more  members  an  active  role  inn  our  activities. 
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There  has  been  a  considerable  change  in  our  membership 
during  the  year.  Philip  Dwlght  resigned  February  9  on 
completion  of  the  work  on  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Michael 
Oldershaw's  term  expired  at  the  end  of  April  and  he  was  not 
reappointed  by  the  selectmen.  David  Essex,  alternate, 
became  a  regular  member  on  May  4.  As  a  result  of  this 
decrease  in  our  membership,  we  were  reduced  to  four  regular 
members,  one  ex-officio  member  and  no  alternates.  The  May 
25th  meeting  was  adjourned  for  lack  of  a  quorum.  Donald 
Chambers  joined  us  as  a  regular  member  on  June  1  and  Nancy 
Timko  and  Barbara  Elia  became  alternates  on  September  21. 
Egon  Ali-Oglu  also  joined  us  as  an  alternate  on  October  26. 
William  Suydam  replaced  Rachel  Reinstein  as  the  ex-officio 
alternate  as  of  April  13.  We  still  lack  one  regular  member 
and  two  alternates. 

The  most  pressing  tasks  for  the  next  year  are  rewriting 
the  Subdivision  Regulations,  completion  of  the  review  of  the 
Master  Plan  and  Capital  Improvements  Program,  completion  of 
the  rezoning  by  lot  lines,  and  a  survey  of  our  sand  and 
gravel  deposits.

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RECYCLING   COMI»«ITTEE 

The  original  recycling  committee  started  as  an 
independent  conservation  group  that  promoted  new  habits  of 
saving  waste  items  from  getting  into  the  landfill  by 
reclaiming  them  as  resources  that  could  be  manufactured  into 
new  products  (recycling) .  There  was  little  public  interest 
and  no  funding  so  our  recycling  program  grew  slowly  as  we 
recycled  glass  bottles  and  jars,  storing  and  selling  them  in 
steel  barrels  to  a  dealer  who  would  accept  this  method  and 
pay  us  income.  Over  the  years  as  the  markets  changed  and 
the  specifications  for  accepting  the  recycables  more 
defined,  we  were  forced  to  pay  the  dealer  to  take  away  our 
collected  glass  instead  of  generating  any  revenue.  And  our 
attempt  at  recycling  newspaper  was  not  successful  due  to 
unsuitable  storage  space  and  the  deflated  paper  market. 

The  last  few  years  has  brought  a  new  awareness  for  the 
solid  waste  problems  of  the  whole  country,  and  with  it,  the 
understanding  that  recycling  can  help  in  reducing  the  waste 
that  goes  into  the  landfill  or  has  to  be  transferred  away 
for  high  trucking  fees.  In  1989  money  was  budgeted  to  help 
our  recycling  program  become  a  more  extensive  and  credible 
operation.  Large  bins  were  designed  and  constructed  at  the 
landfill  for  crushing  and  storing  the  glass  so  our  materials 
can  qualify  for  a  better  market.  A  covered  roll-off 
container  is  being  used  to  collect  newspapers,  placed  in 
paper  bags  or  tied  in  bundles.  And  we  have  a  contract  with 
Manchester  Recycling  Corp.  who  supplies  a  wire  cage 
container  for  collecting  aluminum  beverage  cans.  All  these 
recyclables  are  kept  out  of  the  waste  stream  to  be  reused  in 
new  products.  The  landfill  in  1989  recovered  300  tons  of 
scrap  metal,  about  20  tons  of  newspaper,  and  1200  tires. 
Some  of  this  generates  revenue,  but  we  all  benefit  by 
keeping  these  out  of  the  landfill  and  saving  on  the  disposal 
costs .

The  committee  members  have  attended  seminars  and 
workshops,  studied  the  recycling  program  that  DSM 
Environmental  Services  Inc.  outlined  in  their  solid  waste 
management  study,  worked  closely  with  NH  Resource  Recovery 
Assoc.  in  developing  our  recycling  program  and  finding 
markets  for  our  recyclables,  printed  two  information  guide 
sheets  for  the  public  and  for  classroom  presentations  in  the 
early  1990 's,  and  started  a  site  plan  for  a  storage  building 
at  the  landfill  recycling  center.  Andy  Lane  of  Antrim, 
after  several  years  of  dedicated  service,  resigned  from  the 
committee  during  the  summer  and  has  been  replaced  by  Dotty 
Penney,  one  of  the  founders  of  the  original  committee.  Phil 
Germain  of  Bennington  joined  us  as  an  interested  volunteer 
and  has  contributed  many  hours  in  doing  research,  design, 
and  estimations.  He  takes  over  Carrie  Whittemore's 
position,  but  Carrie  will  still  help  with  our  education  and 
promotional  program  with  the  school  children.  All  members 
who  have  been  on  the  committee  in  1989  are  listed  below. 

We  look  forward  to  1990  as  we  move  into  a  second  phase 
of  development:  recruiting  new  devotees  of  recycling, 
planning  for  a  storage  facility  that  will  be  used  as  part  of 
a  future  transfer  station  as  well  as  storage  for  recyclables 
and  as  a  house  for  a  plastics  granulator  and/or  a  baler,  and 
in  general,  meeting  the  needs  of  a  transitional  period  as  we 
move  from  a  landfill  to  an  eventual  transfer/recycling 
center.  Our  appreciation  goes  to  all  the  citizens  who  have 
been  so  cooperative  and  supportive  of  these  efforts.

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Last  year  the  Conservation  Commission  continued  to  work 
on  two  major  research  projects.  The  Groundwater  Resource 
Inventory  includes  mapping  major  aquifers  (underground  water 
flows) ,  identifying  important  surface  water  and  wetlands 
areas,  and  identifying  current  and  potential  threats  to  the 
ecology  of  Antrim's  groundwater  system.  When  completed,  the 
natural  Resource  and  Land  Use  Inventory  will  serve  as  the 
basis  for  an  update  of  Antrim's  Master  Plan  with  regard  to 
land  use  and  conservation,  so  that  we  can  use  and  protect 
our  natural  resources  well  into  the  next  century.  We  spent 
much  of  our  time  this  year  reviewing  available  resource 
information,  attending  regional  conferences  and  workshops 
for  the  purpose  of  training  ourselves,  and  began  the  process 
of  conducting  site  surveys  in  the  section  of  Antrim  north  of 
Route  9 . 

The  Commission  participated  in  arranging  the  donation 
to  the  Town  of  two  small  but  significant  parcels  of 
conservation  land,  acquired  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Barbara  Zeigler.  We  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  efforts 
and  goodwill  of  Harry  Page,  members  of  the  Zeigler  family, 
and  lawyers  for  the  Zeigler  estate  in  facilitating  this 
donation.  One  parcel  adjoins  the  existing  Hurlin  Town 
Forest,  and  will  facilitate  public  access  to  that  property 
from  Route  31.  The  other  parcel  is  adjacent  to  the  Lily 
Pond,  a  beautiful  natural  bog  which  has  been  extended  by 
several  beaver  dams  and  currently  serves  as  a  rookery  for 
Great  Blue  Herons.  This  donation  also  includes  a  walking 
easement  from  Route  31. 

The  commission  participated  actively  in  the  regional 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Cleanup  Day.  We  also  thank  all 
the  Antrim  Residents  who  brought  their  hazardous  wastes  to 
the  pickup  site.  Commissioner  Scott  Bowden,  coordinated 
Antrim's  efforts  last  year  and  is  chairperson  of  the  entire 
regional  effort  this  year. 

Other  activities  this  year  were  an  investigation  of  the 
water  quality  of  Gregg  Lake  and  Great  Brook;  participation 
in  the  Contoocook  Valley  Greenway  Coordination  Committee 
which  is  working  to  designate  the  Contoocook  as  a  Scenic 
River;  sponsoring  a  Mother's  Day  Bird  Walk  at  Gregg  Lake; 
and  co-sponsoring  Town  Cleanup  Day.  We  also  began  regular 
inspections  of  requests  for  Intent  To  Cut  and  Dredge  and 
Fill  permits. 

Richard  Block  joined  the  Commission  this  year  replacing 
Eleanor  Saboski  who  resigned  when  she  took  a  new  job  in 
Maine.  Dan  Watt  continued  as  Commission  Chairperson,  and 
Scott  Bowden  took  over  the  responsibility  of  Recording 
Secretary.  We  welcome  others  to  join  us,  either  as  members 
of  the  Commission  or  as  collaborators  for  specific  projects. 
Please  contact  any  member  of  the  Commission  if  you  are 
interested .

The  Board  of  Selectmen  formed  the  Town  Hall  committee 
in  May  of  1989.  The  Committee  consisted  of  myself,  Howard 
Humphrey  Jr.  and  Egon  Ali  Oglu.  Regrettably,  Egon  was  not 
able  to  complete  the  project  and  resigned  during  the  summer. 
The  Committee  was  charged  with  assessing  the  structural 
integrity  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the  cost  of  making  necessary 
repairs  and  renovation.  If  the  building  should  prove 
unsound,  we  were  to  obtain  estimates  for  alternatives. 

We  first  assessed  the  condition  of  the  building  and 
found  it  sound,  with  some  minor  brick  and  roof  repairs 
necessary.  The  wiring  is  old  but  serviceable.  The  heating 
system  is  very  inefficient,  primarily  due  to  the  steam 
radiator  system.  The  building  has  no  handicap  access,  and  no 
fire  alarms.  There  is  some  question  about  the 
inflammability  ratings  of  the  drapes.  Finally,  the  meeting 
room  at  Little  Town  Hall  is  being  seriously  encroached  upon 
by  the  space  requirements  of  new  personnel  in  the  Town  Hall. 
With  this  established  the  Committee  decided  that  repair  and 
renovation  would  be  cheaper  than  replacement  and  began  the 
needs  assessment  necessary  before  we  could  obtain  cost 
estimates . 

The  firm  of  Seppala  and  Aho  have  generously  donated 
their  services  in  drawing  up  plans  and  cost  estimates.  The 
Schedule  of  Values  they  submitted  form  the  basis  of  the  bond 
article  included  in  the  Town  Warrant.  The  Warrant  Article 
represents  the  highest  estimated  figures,  not  the 
expenditure  recommended  by  the  Committee;  the  Town  Meeting 
is  the  proper  body  to  adjust  those  figures. 

The  Town  Hall  Committee  recommends  Scheme  D,  with 
option  6c  replacing  6a,  and  adding  $18,000.00  for  renovation 
to  the  auditorium.  This  includes  first  floor  renovation  as 
shown  on  the  plan  on  display  at  Town  Hall,  the  wheelchair 
ramp,  the  repair  of  the  roof,  replacement  of  the  windows, 
and  conversion  of  the  radiators.  The  cost  of  these  repairs 
and  renovation  is  $276,000.00.  This  figure  would  be 
partially  offset  by  the  $36,500.00  plus  interest  accrued  in 
the  Community  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 
Additionally,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  have  been  working  with 
Provan  and  Lorber  on  the  first  phase  of  the  Governor's 
Energy  Office  energy  consumption  reduction  grant,  and  hope 
to  offset  the  Town  Hall  project  costs  by  $27,000.00  in 
matching  funds  from  the  state.  As  no  one  can  be  sure  of 
that  money  until  the  awards  are  announced  sometime  in  April 
or  May,  the  actual  amount  of  the  bond  issue  will  not  be 
known  for  Town  Meeting.  If  all  goes  well  with  the 
Selectmen's  grant,  it  will  be  approximately  $212,500.00. 
Assuming  no  grant  money  at  all,  the  bond  issue  should  be  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $240,000.00,  The  cost  of  bonding  that 
amount  for  10  or  15  years  has  been  estimated  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Bond  Bank,  and  should  not  increase  the  tax  rate  by 
more  than  50  cents  per  thousand  the  first  year,  with  the 
cost  decreasing  in  future  years. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  personally  thank  the  Town 
Hall  staff  for  their  gracious  assistance.

Last  March  town  meeting  voters  asked  selectmen  to  form 
a  citizens'  group  to  study  what  improvements  could  be  made 
to  the  area  around  the  Great  Brook  mill  pond.   The  five- 
member  study  group  started  its  work  in  April  and  -  like  most 
study  projects  -  there's  both  good  news  and  bad  news  to 
report . 

Starting  with  the  good  news:  the  mill  pond  area  has 
tremendous  potential  and  could  easily  become  the  focal  point 
in  the  village  area.   Colonial  towns  may  boost  a  town  common 
but  Victorian  Antrim  developed  during  the  age  of  water 
power.  Like  nearby  Harrisville,  mill  ponds  are  our  heritage 
and  we  should  show  them  off  proudly.   Over  the  past  two 
years  the  Antrim  Inn  has  been  completely  refurbished,  a  new 
post  office  has  been  built  and  a  $4.2  million  addition 
started  on  our  middle  school  -  each  improvement  has  added  to 
the  visual  character  of  Antrim  in  the  1990s. 

And  now  the  bad  news:  at  the  center  of  all  this 
activity  is  a  neglected  eyesore.   The  surface  of  the  mill 
pond  is  choked  with  weeds  during  the  summer,  drainage 
problems  on  Summer  Street  create  huge  frost  heaves,  dead 
trees  threaten  to  fall  on  parked  cars  and  an  unused  oil  tank 
and  dilapidated  shed  loom  behind  town  hall. 

Fixing  the  problems  and  bringing  the  mill  pond  up  to 
its  potential  is  going  to  cost  money.   The  question  we 
addressed  is  how  much  will  it  cost  and  how  important  is  this 
project  to  the  welfare  of  the  town. 

After  studying  the  problem  for  almost  a  year  the  Mill 
Pond  Improvement  Committee  thinks  some  steps  should  be  taken 
immediately.   The  area  is  too  close  to  Main  Street,  too 
important  as  a  recreation  area,  too  potentially  beautiful  to 
waste . 

For  1990  we  recommend  that  $25,000  be  set  aside  in  a 
Mill  Pond  Improvement  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  that  the 
following  be  done  as  soon  as  possible: 

1.  Remove  the  10,000  gallon  oil  tank  behind  town  hall. 

2.  Remove  the  storage  shed  next  to  Hardwick's  property. 

3.  Remove  all  dead  trees  and  all  other  trees  that  can 
not  be  saved  for  ornamental  purposes. 

4.  Remove  stumps,  grade,  loam  and  seed  edge  of  mill 
pond.   Put  in  a  picnic  table  and  ornamental  trees 
in  that  area  for  shade  and  beauty. 

We  estimate  that  it  will  cost  $2,500  to  $6,500  to 
accomplish  items  1.  through  4. 

The  next  step  -  the  most  costly  one  -  would  be  dredging 
the  south  end  of  the  pond  and  removing  the  90-years  worth  of 
muck  that  threatens  to  choke  it.   Estimates  for  this  work 
range  from  $30,000  to  $45,000,  depending  on  how  much 
material  is  removed.   This  cost  is  much  higher  than  the 
$6,000  price  tag  for  the  north  section  -  dredged  several 
years  ago  -  because  of  the  larger  size  and  the  high  price  of 
hauling  the  material  off-site. 
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Our  committee  plans  to  drain  the  south  section  during 
the  summer  in  order  to  get  firmer  bids  and  find  the  least 
costly  way  to  dredge  the  pond.   Some  funding  avenues  that  we 
are  exploring  include:  community  block  grants,  matching 
state  funds  and  community  project  work  done  by  the  U.S.  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  National  Guard.   If  it  were 
somehow  possible  to  find  matching  funds  and  get  the  job  done 
with  the  fund  balance,  we  would  undertake  the  project  this 
year.   If  not,  we  will  bring  the  question  back  to  the  voters 
next  year . 

If  the  voters  approve  the  capital  reserve  fund  the 
committee  will  also  begin  drawing  up  plans  for  a  future  mill 
pond  area  park.   Preliminary  ideas  include  a  walking  path 
between  Summer  and  West  Streets,  upgrading  the  footbridge 
and  dam  walkways,  more  benches,  a  playground,  and  ornamental 
plantings  that  could  be  donated  in  memory  of  loved  ones. 

The  committee  intends  to  work  closely  over  the  next 
year  with  the  Antrim  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  and  the 
highway  department  to  coordinate  the  mill  pond  work  with 
their  schedules.   Muck  from  the  pond  might  be  used  as  fill 
for  a  new  ballfield  near  the  sewer  lagoons  and  the  heavy 
site  work  should  be  completed  before  a  much-needed  road 
improvement  project  is  started  on  the  Summer  Street  dam 
area . 

Delaying  this  project  will  not  make  the  eyesore  or  the 
cost  any  smaller.  Antrim  has  a  chance  to  improve  its  visual 
character  of  its  downtown  area  and  to  provide  a  recreation 
area  we  can  all  enjoy.   We  hope  Antrim  voters  will  take 
advantage  of  the  lull  in  the  construction  market  to  make  the 
most  of  this  project.

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Members  of  the  Police  Department  found  that  their 
investigation  skills  were  put  to  full  use  in  1989  as  shown 
by  the  marked  increase  in  investigation  hours  last  year. 
Though  the  amount  of  crimes  stayed  consistent  with  previous 
years  statistics,  we  found  ourselves  more  immersed  in  in- 
depth  investigation  of  the  crimes  that  did  occur.  Our 
investigation  time  was  well  spent;  we  had  more  felony 
arrests  and  prosecutions  in  1989  than  ever  before. 

Police  work  is  75%  paperwork  and  with  the  increase  in 
investigation  time  last  year,  and  with  the  State  and  Courts 
requiring  more  statistics  and  reports  from  the  Police  we 
have  found  ourselves  spending  an  unreasonable  amount  of  time 
at  the  typewriter  and  not  on  the  road. 

The  Antrim  Police  Department  has  instituted  the  Drug 
Abuse  Resistance  Education  (D.A.R.E.)  program  in  the  Antrim 
Middle  School  and  on  an  invitation  basis  in  the  Pierce 
School  in  Bennington.  Sergeant  Gagnon  is  assigned  to  the 
Middle  School  on  Fridays  and  presents  the  program  which 
teaches  kids  ways  to  deal  with  the  pressures  to  take  drugs. 
It  also  has  added  benefit  of  getting  the  children  familiar 
with  their  local  police  officer. 

1989  was  the  first  year  that  the  police  officers  kept 
accurate  records  of  contacts  made  with  citizens  on  the 
street  and  walk-ins  at  the  police  station.  This  statistic 
has  shown  us  that  66S5  of  our  total  activity  are  Officer 
initiated  activities  or  direct  officer-citizen  contact.

As  you  are  aware  in  1989  we  had  more  ice  than  we  have 
had  in  a  number  of  years.   Our  salt  expenditures  were  a  lot 
higher  than  we  had  budgeted  for.   The  Highway  crew  spread 
over  4,000  yards  of  sand  throughout  the  town  during  the 
winter  months. 

To  help  make  up  for  a  difficult  winter,  the  summer 
weather  was  such  that  we  managed  to  rebuild  2  1/2  miles  of 
road.   The  last  mile  of  Elm  Ave,  one  mile  of  Pleasant  and 
1/2  mile  of  Pierce  Lake  Road  were  all  ground  up,  relayed, 
compacted  and  resurfaced. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  patch  was  distributed 
throughout  the  town  and  at  least  five  miles  of  roadway  were 
oil  sealed  this  summer.   (Jameson  Ave,  Highland,  Pound  Rd . , 
Depot  St. ,  Elm  Ave. ,  the  Horseshoe,  and  part  of  Pierce  Lake 
Rd . )  In  order  to 

build  up  the  worst  sections  of  our  gravel  roads,  we  graded, 
smoothed  and  applied  around  1,500  yards  of  gravel. 

Although  we  did  a  substantial  amount  of  road  work  we 
did  experience  some  problems  with  our  equipment.    We  lost  a 
transmission  in  the  one  ton,  the  1980  Ford  8000  lost  the 
water  pump  and  some  rear  springs  and  tires  had  to  be 
replaced.   This  resulted  in  a  higher  maintenance  budget. 

We  anticipate  rebuilding  and  hot  topping  one  mile  of 
Gregg  Lake  Road  and  due  to  the  heavy  traffic  to  and  from 
Antrim  Lumber,  we  plan  to  overlay  close  to  a  mile  of  Smith 
Road  in  1990.    (The  overlay  will  be  applied  to  the  existing 
surface . ) 

All  Cemeteries  were  mowed  before  Memorial  Day.    This 
proved  to  be  difficult  since  we  had  so  much  rain  the  grass 
and  weeds  grew  as  fast  as  we  cut  it  leading  many  people  to 
think  we  had  not  attended  to  the  Cemeteries.   The  road  sides 
were  mowed  during  the  late  summer. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  time  to  bring  up  the  fact 
that  I  am  still  very  concerned  about  the  future  sand  and 
gravel  supply  after  the  supply  at  the  landfill  is  used  up. 
Wh€!re  will  we  be  able  to  get  the  needed  sand  and  gravel  and 
what  will  it  cost  the  Town? 

I  appreciate  the  support  we  received  during  the  past 
year  and  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  coming  year.   I 
hope  you  are  all  aware  that  you  can  reach  me  at  the  Town 
Barn  #  588-2611.   Please,  I  know  how  many  of  you  hate  to 
talk  to  machines,  but  since  I  am  on  the  road  most  of  the 
time,  it  will  be  necessary  for  you  to  leave  your  name, 
telephone  #  and  concerns  and  I  will  get  back  to  you  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.
